His big project right now is put­ 
ting the finishing touches on the 
huge ski jum p that he has made 
for Lyle Lee and associates, who 
put on aquatic programs on the 
Ohio river and Crab Orchard lake. 
The group will be at Rosiclare July 
4 and 5. and will have shows at 
Elizabethtown and Shawneetown on 
the Ohio and on Crab Orchard lake 
later and will appear on the la­ 
goon at the Du Quoin state fair 
for several days. 
'The ski jum p is 24 feet long by- 
seven feet wide and the top is of 
fir sanded and varnished with a 
marine varnish.

WASHINGTON—HF—The Agricul­ 
ture Department announced state 
quotas Friday for the curtailed 
55-million acre wheat crop it has 
authorized for next year. 
The allotment—the minimum al­ 
lowed by law—represents close to 
a 13 per cent cut in the 63 million 
acres planted in wheat this year 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra T. Ben­ 
son 
imposed 
the 
reduction 
be­ 
cause of record wheat 
supplies, 
now 79 per cent above normal 
All 48 states received an allot­ 
ment, based on acreage of the past 
planting trends, weather and other 
factors State quotas will be p ar­ 
celed out 
to counties and 
then 
broken down to individual form 
levels. 
The 
department 
held 
165.000 
acres in reserve to make additions 
'to present allotments if required. 
Each farm er will know his own 
allowance before he votes July 23 
on whether to accept acreage con- 
, trois He has the choice of abiding 
by the production curbs or for­ 
feiting federal price supports *for 
his crop.

• Farm Bloc Sees 
Little Hope for 
High Supports 


Doubt Senate W ill 
Reverse Eisenhower 
Victory in House

Farm bloc leaders conceded 
day that the resounding Mouse 
pro va I of the administration's flex 
iblc price support plan probably 
killed chances oi extending high 
level props 
They said there is little hope 
that the Senate, which is still to 
vote on the issue, can reverse Pres 
ident Eisenhower's House victory 
and salvage the 90 per cent of par 
tty support program on basic crops 
The Senate, 
the leaders said, 
might still vote for the rigid high 
supports. But they believe the Pres­ 
ident's compromise flexible 
pro 
gram, which would permit some 
lowering of support levels, will pre­ 
vail in the final bill that goes to 
the White House. 
Mr. Eisenhower won a smashing 
victory Friday when the House vol 
cd 228 to 170 to permit wheat, cot­ 
ton, corn, peanuts and rice to pass 
under flexible prop plan next year 
in which the support level could be 
regulated between 82'.* and 90 per 
cent of parity 
The farm bloc, supported pri 
m anly by Democrats but only a 
few Republicans, went down the 
line for a one year extension of the 
present mandatory SM) per cent of 
parity supports on the five crops. 
Democrats said they would make 
an issue of the action 
i i i the fall 
election campaign 
But Repuhli 
can House Leader Charles Halleck 
(Ind.) said he did not think his 
party would he hurt by adoption 
of flexible supports. 
He predicted 
‘‘on the whole” it would he helped

The Treasury will gain about $1,- 
200,000,000 from a provision renew­ 
ing tin' 52 per cent corporate in 
come tax rate for a year through 
next March 31. 
No General Cut 
Neither the House nor Senate ap­ 


proved a general income tax re­ 
duction, which th(> administration 
opposed because of the federal d e l­ 
ic t 
Hence this issue will not be 
before the conference committee 
On the dividend income issue, 
the Senate agreed only to exclude 
the first $50 of a taxpayers divi­ 
dend income from his taxable in 
come. 


The House provision carries this 
$50 exemption the first year and 
would also allow a taxpayer to 
deduct 5 per cent of the balance 
of his dividend income from his 
tax bill 
In future years, the fig 
ures would be $100 ami IO per 
cent.

Colonel Held for 
Burglarizing Hotel 
Rooms "For Thrill" 


LAS VAGAS, N e v —IP A hand­ 
some Air Force colonel from tho 
Pentagon was held today on sus­ 
picion of burglarizing hotel rooms 
“ for a thrill.’’ 
Police said tho colonel, Robert 
II. Orr. 36, admitted “ doing it for 
a thrill’’ when questioned on part 
of the accusations He denied other 
charges, they said. 
Orr was anrested Friday shortly 
after guests at a hotel told police 
they surprised him in their room 
Air Force officials identified Orr 
as the administrative assistant to 
Maj. Gen Robert Burns, assistant 
vice-chief of staff of the Air Force 
in Washington 
Police said Orr had one of the 
most complete burglary kits they 
had ever seen 
An unidentified colonel at the 
Pentagon reported Orr, who ha-* 
an outstanding war record, suf­ 
fered a nervous breakdown in 1952, 
but was thought to have recovered 
The colonel, who is married and 
lives in Arlington, Va., flew B 17 
bombers in Europe and B 29s in 
the Pacific during World War IL 
the Air Force said 
He was reported to have com­ 
manded a fighter squadron in Ko­ 
rea where he flew 110 combat mis­ 
sions. 
Air Force officials said he won 
the Distinguished Flying Cross, the 
Distinguished 
Service Cross, 
the 
Air Medal, Silver Star and Purple 
Heart for combat duty 
Officials at Nellis Air Force Base 
said Orr probably would be re­ 
leased to the Air Force for hospi­ 
talization and “possible psychiatric 
treatm ent.” 


WASHINGTON (PJM. Vice Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon ripped into 
Democratic foreign 
policy again 
Friday night and said the Truman 
administration helped lose 600 mil­ 
lion persons to the Communists. 
He accused the past administra­ 
tion of adopting a "policy of sur­ 
render at the conference table.” 
Nixon’s attack came as Demo­ 
crats still were protesting vigor­ 
ously his charge in a speech last 
Saturday that the tall of China 
and the Korean and Indochinese 
wars were the result of the for­ 
eign policy of former secretary of 
state Dean Acheson 
In a recorded television inter­ 
view Friday night. Nixon said that 
when the Republicans look over 
"we found in examining the pre­ 
vious policy that it was a policy 
of weakness.” 
He declared that 
the Eisenhower administration has 
laid down “a policy of strength” 
that calls foi the use ol massive 
retaliatory power in event of war 
Lauds Ike, Dulles 
Ile added that President Fisen 
hower and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles are “the two men 
most capable by experience and 
background-’ of leading the* free 
world to victory over the Commu­ 
nists without a war 
President Eisenhower was asked 
at his news conference last Thurs 
day whether Nixon spoke for the 
Eisenhower administration in criti 
ci/ing the Democrats. 
The Presi­ 
dent said Nixon normally reflects 
administration thinking Mr, Fisen 
hower also said he had not read 
Nixon x Saturday speech 
Democrats charged that the vice 
president was threatening to wreck 
bipartisan cooperation in Congress 
or foreign policy.

Wednesday.

Predict 430 Deaths 
The council has predicted that 
430 persons will be killed in traffic 
accidents before the holiday ends 
at midnight Monday. 
This toll would soar far above 
the last July 4th record for a three 
day holiday, the 356 deaths in 1952. 
The all time record of 490 was set 
in 1950 s four d ay holiday. 
Traffic accidents were expected 
to start climbing today as millions 
of motorists set out for beaches, 
resorts and vacation Spots. 
The 
Safety Council has estimated that 
40 million cars will jam the high­ 
ways during the holiday 
Fair, hot weather over much of 
the country .swelled the motorists’ 
ranks.

Tennessee Walking Horses from Hays Stable 
At Herrin lo Appear in County Fairs

Bv Alta Porter 
As the season of state and coun­ 
ty fairs, v\ifh their agriculture and 
live stock exhibits, races and horse 
shows, gets into full swing 
this 
month, there will be on the turf, 
several 
representatives 
of 
the 
first and only Tennessee Walking 
Horse training barn in Illinois. 
This is the Okley Hays farm and 
barn. Herrin. 
Mr Hays is a Sen­ 
ior Judge in the Tennessee Walk­ 
ing 
Horse 
association 
and the 
American Horse association. He is 
a director of the National Tennes­ 
see Walking Horse Breeders asso­ 
ciation, Nashville, Tenn 
In business life, this retired 
grocer is president of the Fed­ 
eral and Loan association, Her­ 
rin, 
owner 
of the 
Chevrolet 
Motor Car agency, operated by 
his two sons, and is a success­ 
ful farmer, who harvested 98 
bushels of oats from an acre­ 
am) a half of ground. 
Grown 
on his farm also are red top, 
timothy and clover, with which 
to feed the 13 horses in train­ 
ing there. 
• 
Back in 1917 lie was 
a buyer of 
horses and mules for the govern­ 
ment. 
As he went about buving 
these animals for the A rm y,' in 
World War I, he, like t h e 'early 
plantation owners and circuit rid­ 
ers. who were in the saddle from 
early morning to night, discovered 
the 
importance 
of a comfortable 
mount. 
Chat importance had been given 
flue consideration by the early set 
tiers of the prairie states, for their 
horses were not onlv used for con­ 
veyance but also for pleasure rid 
ing. 
Tennessee planters of cotton 
and tobacco developed a special 
breed of walking horse, three gait­ 
ed, flatfoot walk, run and canter, 
which becam e recognized as the 
greatest pleasure horse to be rid­ 
den. 
This breed received full rec­ 
ognition, but it was not until
